Sentence was suspended in the case of 


Thomas Tiernan, of Bristol,' charged with 
resisting an officer. . Tiernan took the 
pledge for a year and paid the costs. 


Upon payment of costs sentence was 


suspended In the cases of Harry Goslin, 
Harvey Booz, James Mcllvaine ana Thom- 
as MoOonomy, of Bristol, Charged with 
furnishing liquor to persons of known in- 
temperate habits and those visibly affect- 
ed. The boys pleaded guilty. 


John Markey, charged with the larceny 


of a wagon, was acquitted upon testimony 
showing that/ the prosecutor, D. Smith 
Merahon, owed tBe defendant money. 
The case was sent up from Morrisville. 


Peter Smith, Samuel Strock, Warren 


Bupe, Hugh Shuman, Frank Zoigler, Isaac 
Shively, H. A. Smith and Hart Ridae were 
called before the court upon leturn of a 
constable who emerged them with gam- 
bling. They had thrown dice in a raffle 
but did not know they were violating the 
law. They were discharged with a lecture. 


The case in which the public was chiefly 


interested was that of the Commonwealth 
against John Larsen and John Smith, pro- 
prietor and barkeeper of the Jamison 
Hotel. The two men were charged with 
involuntary manslaughter and with selling- 
liquor to people of known intemperate hab- 
its. The case was the Outcome of the 
Coroner's recent investigation into the 
death of Joseph Smith, of Jamison, who 
was found in a dying condition near the 
hotel; where he had spent the previous 
evening. A great many witnesses were 
called and Gilkeson & James, counsel, 
made a hard fight for the defendants, with 
the result that both were acquitted.

son, who believe that Smith's death was 
merely an accident flue to physical infirm- 
ity of some kind rather than to excessive 
use of alcohol.

ty, and the fable regarding the fall of man. 
A God liorn of a virgin to redeem the hu- 


an ra«e Is denounced as a sacriligious 


story. "But God-spirit, God-love, God 
the solo principle of all things," says the 
exiled philosopher, "I do not deny; I be 
lieve in an eternal life and I believe that 
man is rewarded according to his deeds 
here and everywhere, now and forever." 


The Presbyterian General Assembly has 


entered its second week's session at Phlla 
delphln. The great problem of revision 
of the Westminster Confession of Faith 
will occupy a considerable portion of the 
remaining portion of the session. A ma- 
jority of the Commissioners favor a change 
but muny hesitate to aid a revision, fear- 
ful if the subject is laid open for pruning 
that there is no telling at what line the 
knife will stop. As it is, Presbyterian 
ministers upon ordination are obligated to 
a belief which they doubt. The Word of 
God nn expressed in the Holy Bible has 
been subjected to numerous revisions one 
translations.

Instead of telling the people that 
the United States government existed for 
the purpose of committing acts of depre- 
dation upon the poor, And preaching mis- 
ery and discontent, the President told of 
the rich blessings derived under the Stars 
and Stripes; of the peace and happiness 
that flows from a government which en- 
dures at the pleasure of the sovereign peo- 
ple. MoKinley and Bryan truly represent 
Prosperity and Calamity. The former 
reigns and the latter has been buried be- 
yond resurrection. 


The entire nation rejoices with the Pres- 


ident upon the steady recovery of Mrs. 
McKinley, the first lady of the land. 
At 


a time when death seemed inevitable came 
notice of u rally and since then there has 
been a steady gain in strength. 
The 


mestic life of President and Mrs. McKin- 
ley has been one of unostentatious beauty 
and simplicity. The President's devotion 
to his invalid .wife has been one of the 
marked characteristics at the White House. 
.Oaring the turmoils Incident to the trans- 
action of the affairs of State, even during 
the crisis of war, the hour has never been 
too pressing to neglect the patient sufferer. 
The man -whose home principles are so 
elevated, and whose sympathies and kind- 
liness of heart are so deep-rooted, can nev- 
er stray very far from the path of justice 
indealing-wjth the lives, comfort and pur- 
rait of happiness of others.

Mo 
man of President MoKinley's character 
wwld koowiagly^intiot an injury "upon an 
Uooeent lellow being.

THI PETITION FOR HIM WATER. 
A numerously-signed petition of rate- 


payers will tie presented to the Board of 
Directors of the Bristol Water Company 
for consideration at Us next regular meet- 
ing. The citizens of Bristol who are, con- 
sumers, and pay the charges of the com- 
pany for its product, ask no unreasonable 
thing. It is a fact that is patent to all of 
tlio customers of the water company that 
at many periods during the year the water 
famished to the houses in the borough for 
domestic purposes is utterly unfit for use, 
and great distress is caused by reason of 
having no other source of supply. 


The public generally is not interested 


as to what particular course shall be pur- 
sued by the company to accomplish the 
desired ends. All that occurs to it Is that 
first-class payment is being made for an in- 
ferior commodity. The patrons of the 
company have a belief that the corporation 
is under charter obligations to give them 
pure water, and that they are simply 
pleading for their richts. 


About a year ago Borough Attorney B. 


F. Gilkoson^ubmitted to Council a lengthy 
written opinion relative to the power of 
Council to compel the Bristol Water Com- 
pany to furnish pure water to the people 
of Bristol. While Mr. Gilkeson's opinion 
made clear that the municipality had no 
power in ttie premises, any citizen u'ing 
the water had. 


The Bristol Water Company was incor- 


porated under an Act of the General As- 
sembly of this Commonwealth, approved 
April 29, 1874, entitled "An act to provide 
for the incorporation and regulation ol 
certain corporations." Clause 3, of the 
34th section of said act, is as follows: 
"Provided, 
That the said corporation 


shall, at al 1 times, furnish pure gas an6 
water, and any citizen using the same may 
make complaint of the impurity or defi- 
ciency or both to the Court of Common 
Fleas of the proper county by bill filed, 
and after hearing the parties touching the 
same the said court shall have power to 
make such order in the premises as miy 
seem just and equitable, and may dismiss 
the complaint or compel the corporation 
to correct the evil complained of." 


According to Mr. Gilkeson's opinion to 


Council it has been held by the Supreme 
Court of this State, by Mr. Justice Will- 
lams, as follows: "It is inequitable that 
a corporation chartered to serve a 'public 
use' and actually undertaking to serve the 
public with one of the necessaries of life, 
should be allowed to collect the price of a 
supply of (,'ood water from those to whom 
it delivers an article that cannot be used 
or be made fit for use by any process with- 
in their knowledge or reach. * * * * 
Practically, ibis unimportant whether the 
water becomes unfit for use by the neglect 
or in spite of the vigilance of the com- 
pany." 


Justice Williams held that the only 


question to be decided by the court was 
whether the water was fit for use ? or not. 
It was no concern of the court how the 
improvement should be made. The court 
could not elect whether the company 
should be compelled to go miles to get a 
new source of supply. That was the busi- 
ness of the company. 


The petitioners to the Board of Directors 


have- no desire to work any hardship upon 
the Water Company, but they feel that 
there is a feasible remedy for the evil. 
They look around them and see other 
towns the Hize of Bristol where water com- 
panies hava installed filtering plants and 
abated nuisances similar to those ttiat ex- 
ist here. 


Tne Bristol Water Company is not a 


bankrupt concern and some of its Direc- 
tors have declared that the company stands 
ready to do anything within reason for the 
betterment of the supply. That being the 
case we offer a suggestion. 
Those who 


are interested in the circulation of the 
petition claim to have positive knowledge 
that for a reasonable sum of money a fil- 
tering plant that is guaranteed to meet all 
the requirements of the case can be estab- 
lished at the Bristol works. 
Having this 


knowledge, it would be eminently proper 
for a committee of citizens to wait upon 
the Water Board when the'petition is pre- 
sented and reason the matter in a business 
way. 


There is no longing to drag the matter in- 


to court. All that ine citizens want is clear 
water. The Water Company declares it 
will adopt measures to purify the supply, 
if feasible and the cost is witnin reason. 
The petitioners declare it is. 
Therefore 


let them get together and compare notes. 


That, would be the sensible thing to do 


and no doubt much good would result from 
such action. 


•ALLOT REFORM. 


There is no doubt but that the form of 


our ballot and the manner of casting It 
may be improved. There Is no good citi- 
zen who is not unalterably opposed to any- 
thing that savors of fraud at the ballot 
box. 
But conceding all this, is it not a 


little surprising that the Democrats of 
Pennsylvania should hold an exclusive 
patent on ballot reform? Why should it 
for one moment be presumed that the 
Democratic party and their allies, the in- 
surgents or what is left of them In Penn- 
sylvania alone should be the proper per- 
sons to give us a pure ballot box ana a per- 
fect ballot law? Wherever-the Democratic 
party has had the opportunity it has al- 
ways adopted such legislation as will make 
It impossible to cast an honest vote. There 
is no labored argument needed to make 
this proposition clear, says the Columbia 
Republican. In South Carolina and many 
other States of the South, there IB no hon- 
est vote because of the infamous election 
laws that have been passed by Democrats. 
And yet a bowl and clamor is going up 
from some goody-goodies in this State be- 
cause the Republican majority in the Leg- 
islature did not pass the Democratic ballot 
bill.

Before the letter reached New 
York Dr. Babcock was taken to a hospital 
in Naples, ill with a fever.

wrist and the swallowaBr of corrosive sub- 
limate. It is supposeo^ie was mentally 
deranged at the time. Dr. Babcock was n 
minister that was loved with a personal 
devotion. Dr. Babcock had won fame in 
the Presbyterian Church as a young man. 
He was on! y 43 .when he died. .After he 
went to thu metropolis his fame widened, 
and visitors to the city from the further- 
most places thronged the Brick Church to 
see him and hear him. He was an orator 
in the fullest sense, possessing a remark- 
able power to influence people by a charm 
of simple diction. His words came tumul- 
tuously, cs in eager strife to overtake his 
thought, but they were the simplest, with 
here and there an erudite compound rusned 
in for ballast; and though in no sense 
theatrical, he had something of the actor's 
power of instilling bis meaning by uncom- 
pleted sentences or gestures. A few de- 
scriptive adjectives, and if he saw that his 
the Jght was perceived he did not trouble 
to finish a grammatical sentence. 


His theology was like bis vocal delivery, 


simple and direct. He was not Illiberal, 
but the people who call themselves liberal 
were likely to think him straltlaoed. 
His 


views were such that the West Presbyterian 
Church, of New York, decided to call him 
In ISM.as u successor to the Hev, Dr. John 
B. Fasten, at a salary of $10,000, but such 
also that when there was talk of calling 
him to sue.*ed the Bev.

A correspondent of the New York Sun 


writes as follows concerning Senator Quay's 
announced retirement from active politi- 
cal life: 


The deplaration made by Matthew Stan- 


ley Quay, a Senator of {he United States 
from Pennsylvania, in a speech at the 
magnificent dinner given in his honor by 
the Republican clubs of that State at 
Philadelphia last Tuesday evening, that 
he will never .again be a candidate for or 
accept any official position, may be of 
passing interest to the readers of the Sun. 
For Quay has been a National figure. As 
Chairman of the Republican National 
Committee in the campaign of 1888 his re- 
mnricable political generalship did much 
toward the election of Harrison, and the 
long line of acrimonious political combats 
which have centered about him in recent 
years in Pennsylvania, resulting finally 
last January in his re-election to the Sen- 
ate, has kept his name conspicuously be- 
fore the country. 


His statement, therefore, that his poli- 


tical race is run is of more than ordinary 
significance. It means that with the ex- 
piration of his present term in the Senate 
in 1901, if he lives, will come at last tne 
end of Cameron dynasty. 


Simon Cameron was elected to the Unit- 


ed States Senate from Pennsylvania in 
1845. He served one term. 
He served 


again in the Senate from 1857 to 1867. 
From 1867 to 1877, a period of ten years, 
he was again in the Senate, when he trans- 
ferred the mantle to his son, J. Donald 
Cameron, who served continuously for a 
period of twenty years, viz: from 1877 to 
1897, 
when he retired from political life. 


The aggregate number of years served by 
father and son is forty-two—twenty-two 
years did the father pass in the Senate, 
and twenty years did the son. 
In 1887, 


with the help of the j unior Cameron, Quay 
was elected to the Senate, and with the ex- 
piration of his present term will have ser- 
ved seventeen years, with the exception 
of one session of the Senate in 1899 when 
the Pennsylvania Legislature failed. to 
elect. So that since 1867 to the present 
.time either a Cameron or Quay has been 
in the United States Senate, and if Quay 
fills out his present term it will complete 
a term of service by these three gentlemen 
of thirty-seven successive years; or, includ- 
ing the total time of this triumvirate in, 
the Senate a period of fifty-nine years. 


To one ofhis trusted lieutenants, af- 


ter his final withdrawal from 
official 


position, Matthew Stanley Quay will doubt- 
lew delegate the power of leadership, and 
thus as he nears the end, as the memories 
of his strenuous political, conflicts become 
fainter and fainter and the inevitable im 
pairments of age dim his vision, the influ- 
ence of the Cameron dynasty, begun over 
half a century ago, and the long years ol 
his own matchless leadership, will yet be 
a power in the tanks of the Republican 
party of Pennsylvania, and the magnetism 
of that silent figure will be felt even in 
the years after he has passed away.

HILLIOIf* or KOnS HATCHED OK THE FISH 


HAWK A«D AT TUB BRIRTOI, nATCHKBY. 
The business of artificially batching 


shad for the purpose of replenishing the 
Delaware and other streams with the deli- 
cious fish, has grown to be an extensive 
business, fostered by the government. 
The hatchery at Bristol has added millions 
of shad to the waters of the Delaware. 
The steamer Flab Hawk has also for seve- 
ral years been engaged in the work. 
At 


present the Fish Hawk lies in the Dela- 
ware, off Gloucester. 


She made last year there 67,000.000 shod 


in two months, and no doubt she will make 
there this year as many more. 
How, and 


why, does she perform such a work? Cap- 
tain James A. Smith will tell yon. He 
has been for twenty years with the Fish 
Hawk, which is the United States Fish 
Commission's boat. 


"First(" says Captain Smith, "we will 


take up the question of how the fish are 
made. We will begin at the beginning,' 
and follow the operation through to the 
end. 
The beginning is at Washington 


Park, where Captain Albert Rice mans 
the great shad seine. Let us go there." 


At Washington Park a half-dozen of the 


Fish Hawk's men were at work. 
A haul 


of 1000 wriggling, silvery shad bad just 
been made by Captain' Rice, and these 
shad the half-dozen men were lifting, one 
by one, .from the net and "stripping" 
them. To "strip" a fish is to remove its 
roe, and this must be done while the fish 
is alive, or otherwise the roe is worthless 
for propagating purposes, being, like its 
parent, dead. 


The Fish Hawk's six men worked upon 


the living shad with singular dexterity. 
They would hold it with the left band, 
while the right would pass quickly down 
the .length of its belly, squeezing 'out be- 
tween tne forfinger and thumb the roe, the 
tiny, living eggs. One by one the shad 
wex- . iken up, despoiled' of their spawn, 
and tossed, still living, back into the net. 
The roe filled, slowly a huge tin,, bucket; 
it was « pale, moist, granulated substance 
resembling quicksand. 


THE EGGS BEGIN TO GROW. 


"We will go bock now with the roe to 


the Fish Hawk," said Captain Smith. 
This was done, and there the roe was laic 
out in little tins upon a long table. 
Into 


each tin a few drops of a colorless fluid 
was placed, and instantly, then, the little 
eggs began to grow. Originally the size 
of the eggs which we eat in our shad roe, 
they had increased in twenty minutes to 
an eighth of an inch in size. 
They were 


now set in glass jars through which fresh 
water ran, and in from four to seven days 
they will change there into little fish. 


The deck of the Fish Hawk resembled 


the laboratory of a chemist. It was cover- 
ed with black tables, and on each table 
were the jars, two feet in height and one 
foot in diameter, with long tubes, through 
which the water entered and departed. In 
each jar there were 100,000 eggs, and there 
were 156 jars. 


JROM EGGS COME TINY SHAD. 
The eggs were in all the various stages 


of maturity. They were colorless, gela- 
tinous in appearance; they floated, athick, 
revolving mass, in their jars, and some oi 
them were very tiny, while some bad-swol- 
len to the bigness of peas, and within 
them, for their walls were transparent, 
the little shad could be seen, tossing anc 
kicking, trying to break the shell anc 
emerge. And even as you looked, a shell 
would burst, and a tiny fish would come 
'forth and be carried by suction' from the 
parent jar, through a tube, into*, a glass 
aquarium.'"' 


The new-born shad is about the length of 


the little finger nail. It is hardly thicker 
than a hair. It has no more color than a 
bit of plate glass. Under its throat is a 
globule, like a drop of water, that con- 
tains nourishment, for the shad's mouth 
is closed for three or four days after birth, 
and were it not for the globule to sustain 
it the tiny creature would die of starvation. 
This globule, as soon as the mouth opens, 
withers and falls off. The eyes of the shad 
are dark. Like the tiny points of black 
pins, they stare with strange sharpness 
from the colorless head. 
HATCHING PROCESS EXPLAINED. 
"The time it takes to hatch the eggs 


depends on the temperature of the water," 
said Captain Smith. "With a temperature 
of 60 dergees the eggs hatch in seven days 
with a temperature of 62, in six days; with 
a temperature of 64, in four days, and so 
on. These jars reproduce the best condi- 
tions for hatching as they exist on the 
river bottom. The eggs move gently in 
the jars, just ns the current would move 
them on the bottom, and they have a clean 
hatching place here, such as their mothers 
would have onosen for them. 


"Captain Albert Rice, with bis father 


and grandfather before him, has studied 
the shad of the Delaware a long time, and 
he tells me the eggs are laid in places 
where little cold springs gush up. These 
springs keep the river bottom clean; there 
is no mud there, but pure white sand. 
The eggs.in the river, though, are eaten 
by eels and a hundred other fish, and 
it's a very small percentage of them thai 
hatches. The eggs in these jars nearly all 
hatch. Only ten or fifteen per cent of 
them are lost. 


SHIPPED AWAY TO GROW. 


"We ship the'sHad as soon as they are a 


few days old to places favorable to their 
growth. We are shipping them now in 
milk'cans, with 40,000 in a can, to Lacka- 
waxen, Oalicoon, Port Jervis and Salem. 
They will grow at the rate of an incfr a 
month. By next November they will feel 
able to take care of themselves, and tbey 
will put out to sea. They will stay at sea 
until they are full grown. Then they will 
return to their native rivejc—they always 
rejturn to the river they were born in—to 
spawn. By that time they will be four 
years old. 


"We breed shad and other fish in order 


to replenish oor streams. 
Many rivers 


had become almost barren of fish, when, 
in 1871,' the .Finn. Commission was formed- 
by the work of the late Professor Spencer 
F. Baird. Since then those barren streams 
have become fruitful again. There were no 
shad, for instance, on the Pacific coast 
before the Fish Commission came into be- 
ing. The Commission planted a few fish 
into the Sacramento River, and there is 
-now not a river on that coast which is not 
well stocked with shad." 


The Fish Hawk was built in 1880. 
She 


is 180 feet long, 27 feet beam and of 500 
tons burden. The vessel is white and clean 
everywhere. The Fish Hawk traverses the 
Atlantic coast all the year through, now 
helping the sponge fisheries in Florida, 
now the lobster fisheries off the coast of 
Maine. Her mate, the Albatross, traverses 
in a like manner the Pacific coast, doing 
lota of good work. 
. 


Disgusted with Farming. 


William Freas, who moved into North- 


ampton township from Middletown town- 
ship, and* who rented the farm of Edward 
Bolleau, on the Buck road, near the- East 
Holland schoolhouse, in April, 1900, be- 
come disgusted with the farming business, 
and the early part of this week vacated th« 
premises and removed to Philadelphia. 
On Tuesday of last week his wife, who had 
been a sufferer from heart trouble, died, 
and was buried in Newtown cemetery on 
Friday. She was a native of Canada, but 
came to Pennsylvania from the State of 
Vermont. She-had one son by • former 
husband, who now lives in Morrisville. 
The next day. following the funeral some 
of the horses, cows and implements were 
sold to neighboring farmers, the 
son 


claimed and took away several articles, 
-and Mr. Freas,, on Tuesday, with two 
hones, closed op-the house and drove off 
towards Philadelphia. The plow was left 
in the farrow'in tne cornfield and Us oats 
and potatoes had been put in the ground. I 
The home oat and a few pigeons at the 
barn were tne only live stock left on the 
place, white a mowing machine, . a farm 
wagon and a'few articles in the, wagon 
bouse are the only indications of a late 
occupancy of the' premises.—Newtown 
Enterprise.

Harry Champion, agca 7 years, and Otto 


de Valmaseda, aged 28 years, were drowned 
in the Delaware river at the month of He- 
ihaminy creek on Sunday la*t by the cap- 
sizing of a row-boat. 
Two other boys, 


William Champion, a brother of 
the 


drowned boy, and George Kears, aged re- 
«pectlvely 17 and 19 year*, who were in 
tbe boat also, at the time of the accident, 
kept themselve* afloat by holding to the 
upturned boat until assistance arrived 
and they were rescued. 
The party em- 


barked in the boat, which was a very small 
one, near Grundy's corner, in theNesham- 
Iny creek. 
The rivei; was exceedingly 


rough on Sunday and when the mouth of 
the creek was reached, Valmaseda insisted 
upon rowing, although it was against the 
wishes of dis companions. Being inexper- 
ienced in the art of rowing, when near the 
centre of the river, *e allowed the boat to 
swing around broadside to the waves and 
in an instant a huge wave turned it upside 
down, throwing the four occupants head- 
long into the water. The elder Champion 
grabbed his brother as he was sinking and 
with the assistance of Kears, placed him 
on top of the capsized boat.

It is a great misfortune that President 


McKinley's trip should have been

marred by the melancholy calamity which 
ms come to him with the lose of the socie-

-all Europe corn is the generic name for 
all fruits we call grain, as wheat, rye, bar- 
ley, oats and such like cereals—but the 
French have been taught by habit and 
immemorial usage to regard maize as the 
natural food for bogs, Indians and other 
American cattle of that category. 
But 


maize with us is a most delicious and 
nutritious provender. The word "corn" in 
Scotland is restricted to oats; in the Unit- 
ed States to maize; but corn is succulent 
when boiled for the table use, and perhaps 
the besjt food for horses in the hard dry 
state that they can have, especially for 
hard-working horses. 
It is a profitable 


crop to the termer. The fodder is very 
valuable; corn sown produced fine forage 
for cattle in summer; and the planted 
crop brings to the bellied crib the golden 
ears which make the expectant husband- 
man's sweet eyes twinkle. 
A few farmers 


secured early planting. 
All our farmers 


will remember thls'spring how many plant- 
ed corn before the old corn stubble was 
turned down by the plow. How the rye 
was matured almost before the oat crop 
was sown. The method of ensilage now 
in vogue; tne prompt and proper use of 
the silo, and the realization of the truth 
that the stalks contain sorghum properties 
and saccharine juice. The juice is sue- 
rose—antiputrescent, and alcohol is pro- 
duced from all parts of the corn crop in 
great quantities. It is a standard croE 
in these United States—it i* indeed the 


u e r s .

The judges are tint wen f are 
reaxuWof newspapers e/a other nien; areas 
much influenced by newspapers as other 
men. jurymen or' spectators or editors, 
and it is beyond their legitimatefunoUons 
to eierelse any restraining authority over 
the editor* of papers.

THREE, SEVEN AND NINE. 


Ther Have Been Favorite Numeral* 


•« All Tlmea All the World Over 
•ad DUeloae Some Qacer Reanlta 
When TiTlited About a Bit. 


Nobody lias ever satisfactorily account- 


ed for tbe popular partiality for'odd num- 
bers. "This is the third time!" exclaims 
Falstaff, on the occasion of a crisis in his 
relations with one-of the'merry wives 
of Windsor. 
"I hope good luck lies In 


odd numbers; they say there's a divinity 
in-'odd numbers, either in: nativity, 
chance or death." 
And It is scarcely 


necessary to say that the belief is much 
older than Sir John Falstaff. 
Three, 


seven and nine appeal- to have been tbe 
favorite numbers all the world over. The 
ancients had tbree fates, three furies and 
three graces; Neptune's trident had three 
prongs, Jupiter's thunderbolt three forks, 
and Cerberus three heads. 
We have 


three estates of the realm, a man who 
accepts a bill has three days' grace, and 
three persons congregated together may 
make a riot. Shakespeare was well aware 
tbat he must have neither more nor less 
than three witches -in "Macbeth" and 
that tbe brindled cat must mew thrice, 
and our popular folklore insists upon three 
merry men, three blind mice and tbree 
wise .men of Gotham. 
Three meals a" 


day is the usual scale of feeding. 


Of a more mystical character than 


three is the figure seven, or, at any rate, 
it has a larger number of religious appli- 
cations. Noah had seven days' warning 
of tbe coming of tbe flood, and when it 
came he took fowls by sevens and clean 
beasts by sevens into the ark;'the ark 
touched on Mount Ararat in the seventh 
month, and after seven days e dove was 
sent out, followed seven days afterward 
by another. In Pharaoh's dream there 
were seven fat and seven lean kine, 
which Joseph interpreted to mean seven 
yean of plenty-and seven years of fam- 
ine. At tbe destruction of Jericbo sev- 
en priests bore seven trumpets seven 
days, and on the seventh day they walked 
round the city seven times, after which 
the walls fell. In tbe apocalypse almost 
everything is seven, except the number of 
the beasts. There are seven churches, sev- 
en golden candlesticks, seven lamps be- 
fore seven spirits, the book with seven 
seels, the lamb with seven horns and sev- 
en eyes, seven angels with seven seals, 
seven kings, seven thunders, seven thou- 
sand slain, the dragon with seven beads 
and seven crowns, seven angels bring 
seven plagues, and there are seven vials 
of wrath. 


In merely secular-matters seven occurs 


frequently enough. We have seven won- 
ders of the world, "seven champions of 
Christendom, seven .sleepers, seven wise 
men, seven planets, seven deadly sins, 
seven ages of man, and our ordinary 
leases a--e made for seven or a multiple 
of seven years. 


But 
however mystically 
significant 


three and seven may be, they cannot lay 
claim to an? such peculiarities as are the 
property of tbe figure nine. 
That the 


ancients hod nine muses, nine rivers in the 
Infernal regions, a hydra with nine heads 
and nine gods for Lars Porsena to sweat 
by, or tbat In modem times a cat has 
nine lives, that it takes nine tailors to 
make a man, or that possession Is nine 
points of the law, are facts tbat pale Into 
insignificance after one has once sat 
down with iwncil and paper to Investigate 
some of tbe special peculiarities of the 
figure nine. 
For Instance, If you mul- 


tiply nine by any other number yon will 
-find tbat tbe figures composing tbe prod- 
net when added together will always 
amount to nine. 
Thus:
